Warner for the welfare of his native 
town. 


He was among those who^rst gave 


,of thesr time and money in the erec- 
tioa of the first building of the furni- 
ture company. From such a begin- 
ning has grown the three big local 
plants, which mean so much to the 
industrial life of our town to-day. Mr. 
Warner has been a director of the 
Water Company for many years and 
was active in the management when 
the present plant was built and the 
water pipe system 
was installed 


throughout the town. He was active 
in promoting the building of the first 
ward sewer, the first sanitary sewer 
of the town, and gave much time to 
its building. He took a leading part 
in the building of the Shirt Factory, 
and also in the building of the Memo- 
rial Church of the Prince of Peace. 
He was a director in the Citizens' 
Bank when organized and has been a 
member of the board from then to 
the present time having been vice 
president "of the Gtizens' .Trust Com- 
pany for the last five years. And now
